Questioning danger films 


The difference between pornography and sen- 


sual films is best explained in the presentation of the 
sexual act. That is, pornographic films display the 
sexual act as a dominating, coercive or emotionaliy 
defunct experience 


Women are usually portrayed in the subordinate 


manner, happily performing all types of sexual acts 


with a variety of partners, or where the female is 
forced into sexual activity, struggles, and then 
concedes happily to her fate Pornography dispiays 
a dominating personality — most often the male 
Sensual films, on the other side of the spectrum, 
display two people participating cooperatively and 
affectionately in a special sexual experience: A 
shared activity with two willing participants. There is 
no dominating force permeating the sexual act 
» The distinction between artistic films and gar- 
-bage crosses into different reaims of the enter- 
-tainment medium. Most recently are the horror films 
“shown at popular theaters and drive - ins 
- “Prom Night,” “He Knows You're Alone.’ “The 
» Hearse,” “Don't Answer the Phone,” and many more 
« to come, ali have one thing in common: these films 
' display women as helpless and vulnerable victims — 
» — capable only of screaming 
» The public may better label these fiirns as “the

«women in danger films”: films that focus on women 
“being brutalized. 
» urdered. There is always a violent sexual overtone 
- in these movies

today's films, These critics believe that the “women 


~"in danger” films are antagonistic rebuttals toward 


the women's movement, primarily against the strong 


» and assertive female indigenous to the movement 


The film “Halloween” is said to have initiated all 
these second - rate horror shows. There are two ma- 
jor distinctions between “Halloween” and these 
other so - called thrillers. “Halloween” portrayed a 


“"woman and her children being terrorized by a 


lunatic mele. The woman .s portrayed as frightened 
to the point of hysteria, yet, she defends hersel!, and 
in the end, attacks the terrorist. 

Secondly, the film associates tae viewer with the 
woman. The audience experiences the terror, 
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emotional stress and fear through the eyes and ac- 
tions of the woman, not the male intruder 

The second rate “women in danger” films 
appear to punish the female who is Outgoing. asser 
tive and adventurous. These women usually end up 
dead without puiting up a fight 

For example, “Prom Night” displayed a maniac 
hacking young women to death. The film has a 
multitude of sequences where the woman runs and 
screams her lungs out, but nothing more. The killer 
eventually silences her 

More frightening, the audience is associated with 
the actions and emotions of the murderer The 
viewer sees the victim through the eyes of the killer 
associating with and relating to the murderer, not 
the victim. This subtle maneuver is the most 
dangerous difference between thrillers and the 
women - punishing films 

An example of lesser degree is the popular “Ur- 
ban Cowboy.” Here is a healthy competition 
between a male and female. The goal is to conquer a 
mechanized bucking horse. The female comes close 
to the achievement. but quickly learns her place 
when the male star beats her The femaie reccn- 
siders her options and concedes to the stronger 
male. The moral is that being an assertive femaie is 
allowed as long as the male reaim is not endangered 

The film industry has historically used the femaie 
body to sell products and promote fantasies, and is 
now propagandizing against the women's struggle 
for equality (ERA). 

Films have continually prescribed the woman's 
piace. Women are displayed as either virtuous or evil 
(the Classical bitch). Until recently, films depicting 
women as people with their own lives, aspirations 
and struggles were hard to find More importantly, 
films showing women acheiving goals other than a 
husband or male's companionship were nil 

The film industry can and does shape attitudes 
and vaiues These second - rate thriliers or “women 
in danger” films are a clear statement to women 
Beware 

Supporting such films is 1 dishonor to anyone's 
Politics

Three hours before kickoff, a lone figure stands on top of the 
Hornet Stadium press box. Fighting the winds like a South Pole ex- 
plorer, he sets up his equipment taping rosters and notes on an old 
wooden table 

Dressed in ski jacket and pants, Larry Elliott looks more like he’s 
ready for a trek on the tundra than a stint as announcer for the CSUS - 
Humboldt State football game 

For Elliott, the pre - game preparations are almost as big a task as 
announcing the game itself. This particular night Elliott is setting up 
all wires and is making sure that the line between the stadium and Sac- 
ramento station KGNR is clear 

Most of the year Elliott has been broadcasting from inside the press 
box but his vision is unobstructed above the stadium 

“A lot of people think this job is glamorous, but it’s really a lot of 
work,” he says while taping down everything that doesn't move, The 
fornet announcer returns to the football beat after calling the games 
for the campus station KERS from 1970-74. His last broadcast this 
season can be heard Saturday at 7:30 p.m. from San Luis Obispo 

Elliott, who graduated from CSUS in 1974. sees many differences 
in the football program and the student attitude 

“The environment is changing,” he says ‘| was really impressed 
with the homecoming rally, but | wish we'd get more than the 2,000 or 
3,000 that we get at the games.

In order to meet the prescribed standards, you'll probably have to 
put in solar water heaters. In offices, daylight can be used to alleviate 
as much as 50 percent of the energy usage.”

“Innocent citizens with no intent to violate the 
drug laws have nothing to fear from this proposed 
act, but, drug devotees and merchants with guilty 
knowledge will be penalized" Peter Bensinger, a 
drug enforcement administrator delivered this war- 
ning at a November 1979 House committee hearing 
cn narcotics and drug paraphernalia 

The spirit of his words has become the catalyst 
for a drug paraphernalia ban, adopted virtually 
nationwide by communities and states, including 
Sacramento County 

is this another instance of the “Anita Bryant 
syndrome’ or simply an ordinance to curb Crug 
abuse in Sacramento? These are the opposing at- 
titudes in ‘he case of United Poster Stores vs. Sheriff 
Duane Lowe, the Sacramento County Board of 
Supervisors, etal. On June 24, 1980, the County 
Board of Supervisors passed an ordinance designed 
to ban the sale of drug paraphernalia, making 
possession and sale of the devices illegal 

A coalition of poster and import stores affected 
by the law sued for an injunction, which Judge 
Richard Tuttle granted on July 2, 1980. This act 
mired the ordinance in a summer - long court 
contest The situation cleared on Oct. 17, when the 
restraining order was lifted, placing the precedent 
setting ban into effect. Nowhere eise in the state has 
such a tough ban been passed 

What brought on all of this? The members of 
CAADA (Community Action Against Drug Abuse) 
working at a grassroots level, are determined to er- 
radicate drug abuse through legisiation. They view 
paraphernalia as a “major aspect of the drug 
problem’ and vow to update an educational ap- 
proach to solve the probiems of drug abuse 

The California Progressive Businesses As- 
sociation is defending the right of merchants to sell 
smoking devices 

Why don't they (CAADA) put the effort into get- 
ting rid of the drugs?” asked Donald Brody, an at- 
torney for the Progressive Businesses Association, a 
group of merchants and distributors 

You can use ail of the pipes, mirrors, razor 
blades and straws you want, but they're useless if 
there are no drugs.’ Brody cites many strong 
reasons why the ordinance should be scrubbed He 
mentions constitutionality, pre - emption, equal 
protection and purpose as fiaws in the law 

To curb the ordinance, CPBA filed suit against 
Sheriff Duane Lowe, District Attorney Herb Jackson 
and the Sacramento County Board of Supervisors 
The CPBA, a trade association dealing in smoking 
accessories, holds a membership of 150 merchanis 
and retailers. A self - governing body which sets 
policy for members, CPBA disciplines by expelling 





members for violations of policy. |he organization 
demands certain standards of conduct, such as 
keeping stores clean and refusing to sell devices to 
minors 

‘Seven member stores were suspended from 
CBPA for selling smoking devices to minors,” said 
Association Executive Director Steve Hollowell He 
maintains drug abuse has a medical origin and 
therefore says, criminal laws design. Jd to curb abuse 
come from the wrong approach He suggests 
education and crisis counseling as ways to begin 
solving the drug problem 

“What we need is reaiistic education,” Hollowell 
says. “Recreational drug use is a reality, and we 
should teach kids how to cope with it instead of 
ignoring the source.” He believes the money 
“wasted on attorney fees” should be put to use for 
such education

s New anti-drug coalition slips noose around paraphernalia sales 





Within a year’s time, CAADA has mushroomed 
along with similar organizations, and now has 
enough organization and expertise to present anti - 
drug legislation at a grassroots level. Carla Lowe 
founding chairwoman of CAADA, has been the driv- 
ing force in the Del Campo High School PTA and a 
voice in the San Juan School District. Sporting a 
BA degree in criminal justice from U.C. Berkeley 
Lowe, with associate Kay Kane, corrailed about 
8,000 individuals under CAADA. She and Kane are 
presently pushing for a state - wide coalition of anti 
drug groups 

‘We do not have any opposition. There are no op 
posing groups in the Sacramento area, we have 
tremendous community support, Lowe stated em- 
phatically 


At last count, over 30 separate groups have joined 
together under CAADA. from churches and civic 
organizations to the Boy Scouts and the Black 


Educators of America There are some 8,000 
member organizations in the group The Pacific 
Legal Foundation. a special interest law firm 


intervened on CAADA's behalf as a friend of the 
court (Camicus curae) Sacramento County Council 
member Frank Garcia and District Attorney Dan 
Kinter supplemented the legal squad 

We expect this law to set a precedent for state 
legislation,” Lowe proclaimed “The whole country 
iS lookirig at tiny Sacramento County's ordinance 
and awaiting the outcome 


California Progressive Business Association's 
counsel Brody disputed the CAADA ideology in a 
recent interview 

it's the easy way out It feels like we're doing 
something about the drug problem.” Brody 
commented Potential drug paraphernalia exists 
everywhere. he added in local pipe shops 
neighborhood hardware stores, supermarkets and 
numerous other businesses 

Brody rattled off a long list of items including 
Betty Crocker's brownie mix (the mainstay for 
magic brownies) electrical connectors and corn 
cob pipes. All could be twisted to iiiegai use The or 
dinance is vague and overbroad. he claims 

Brody and Hollowell ask, “Is CAADA on the right 
track?” If CAADA is serious about crippling the drug 
Culture existing today. is attacking the parapher- 
nalia industry the most effective means to do it? 

“I've heard it said, ‘Hey you crazy ladies, go 
home ' Getting the paraphernalia isn't the answer 
said Lowe “We never said for one minute that a 
paraphernalia ban is the answer. This thing is going 
to require a Muitiphasic approach,” she added. Ac- 
tion is picking up On a revamped drug education 
program for the San Juan School District with "per- 
tinent and updated data, and parent, teacher and 
Student education from kindergarten through high 
school, Lowe said 

Holiowell is skeptic about CAADA’s method 
‘Once this thing is passed, you ll never hear from 
them again. Their name is a joke” He echoed 
Brody's logic of getting rid of the drugs instead of 
the devices associated with their use 

Still, Lowe was sincere about her “muitiphasic’ 
intentions. Beefing up the present laws covering 
growers, dealers and users as well as going after the 
drunk drivers and merchants selling alcohol to 
minors is part of their plan She hopes teenage 
alcohol abuse can be stopped through parent 
counseling and peer pressure, and would like to see 
more stern opposition to what she feels are lenient 
attitudes toward marijuana 

Marijuana has been likened to DDT in the 
number of chemicals in it,” Lowe proclaimed She is 
convinced of the detriment of pot use “Our own 
people are now guinea pigs for marijuana ” 

Surveys of high school seniors over the past 
years have shown a marked increase In Marijuana 
cocaine and alcohol use. A study conducted in the 
southern states on the average teenage drug user 
showed many start at the age of 12 

“When a young person goes into a store that selis 
paraphernalia and sees the rows and rows of drug 
related items, they think ‘The people sell these 
things here, so maybe drugs aren't ali bad said 
Lieutenant Robert Denham, a Sacramento County 
Sheriff's executive assistant. ‘Drug use is inherently 
bad, but at the same time we allow the open sale of 
the trappings of such a culture. It's ridiculous,” he 
added The romantic notion of drug use among the 
young disturbs Denham, who has worked on the job 
with heavy drug users 











After many weeks of court delays, Judge Sheidon 
Grossfeid lifted the preliminary injunction on the 
paraphernalia ban, rolling away any barriers to the 
ordinance. Brody vowed to appeal! the Sacramento 
Superior Court decision 

This is the beginning of a state jaw,” Lowe an- 
nounced minutes after the ban was lifted. It is now 
unlawful to possess. sell, trade or otherwise deal in 
devices used in cultivation. storage or intake of 
drugs. The ordinance covers everything from a 
shovel used to cultivate pot piants, to baggies to 
store substances or pipes and papers for smoking 
the stuff 

We will have the grounds for a harassment suit if 
the police seiectively enforce this ordinance,” said 
Steve Hollowell Since the law went into effect 
Record Factory, Tower Posters, Karen's imports and 
other Sacramento County poster outlets have been 
fined for violations of the drug paraphernalia or 
dinance. Holliowell says the ordinance applies to 
other stores as well 


What Hollowell means by selective enforcement 
is if One business is cited for selling drug parapher 
nalia and another retail store which sells devices that 
could be used for the same ends is not cited, thentne 
selective en- 


police are theoretically guilty of 
forcement 
For example, an individual heads down to a 


hardware store, purchases an alligator clip and tells 
the clerk at time of sale he intends to use it as a 
roachciip’ if the sale is completed, the store could 
be guilty, under the ordinance, of selling drug 
paraphernalia But. if the person mentions nothing 
at ali about his intentions at the time of the sale, no 
law has been violated He could use the cip in 
whatever way he desired 

This brings up the question 
ing any good?’ Hollowell does: 

The ordinance wont do anything but play lip 
service to eliminate the drug probiem. This method 
is NO real means to prevent the drugs. its mean 
ingless. There are millions of things. household 
items, you Can use for drug paraphernatia It just

Defense Counsel Frank Garcia mentioned in 
hearing prior to the lifting of the injunction that cer 
tain household items are illegal, if used in the im 


proper way He cited the molotov cocktail, a 
primitive explosive device made from a breakable 
giass jar, a strip of cioth and gasoline By 
themseives, these items are not forbidden. but 
together they form a dangerous, illegal weapon 
With this reasoning, Garcia implies alligator clips 
baggies, shovels and other items with a drug 
related purpose aren't inherently illegal under the 
ordinance, but the intent of useage may be 

in addition to the legal muscie the CAADA 
presented in the courtroom, the Federal Drug En- 
forcement Agency supported the crusade by draft- 
ting a model law for law enforcement agencies 
Many !ocal, state and federal legislators support the 
CAADA effort, while few support ihe smoking device 
dealers. As Holiowell explained, “We're this year's 
political leper 

One spokesperson for the stores made the com- 
parison of the smoking device alliance’s cause to the 
pornography cause the right of its existence is 
there, but what political leader will support it? 

Counsel Brody raised questions of the 
constitutionality of the ordinance, and argued with 
Judge Grossteid about constitutional in- 
fringements. Free speech is violated, contested 
Brody, by the restrictions placed on the merchants 
regarding print or display advertising of smoking 
devices. Grossfeild didn't agree, and steadily at- 
tacked Brody's reasoning Selective enforcement 
and preemption were also disputed, but Grossfeid's 
final decision let these questions rest 

Sheriff Duane Lowe issued this statement follow- 
ing the Superior Court decision 

‘This is a moral victory, for law abiding citizens 
have won a legal battle over a powerful left - wing 
element in society strongly supported by lots of 
money that bought legal services from mercenary 
lawyers | am indebted to two fine women (Lowe 
and Kane) and their efforts to stop the drug 
purveyors who are purveyors of human misery 
We will confer with our council to determine when 
we will begin enforcement of the ordinance’ 

Sheriff's Executive Assistant Denham, sup- 
plemented Lowe's statement on the ordinance 
Asked if he would recognize citizen's arrests for 
paraphernalia sales made at normal retail outlets, 
like a grocery store, he replied, "! don’t think we'll 
accept those arrests. |'m aware of the tactics in this 
matter and | think it’s ludicrous to have someone go 
mito a grocery store, buy a case of baggies and say to 











the clerk that they intend to stuff grass in them, and 
then have someone effect a citizen's arrest. in the 
first place, it's fraud and in the second place, they 
would probably be prosecuted for filing a false 
report.” 

The definition of drug paraphernalia in the or- 
dinance is so broad as to include many items once 
thought to be ‘harmiess’. Excerpts from the or- 
dinance 

Drug paraphernalia includes, but is noi limited 
to, all of the following 

e (Section 8) Blenders, 


bowls, containers, 


SPOONS and Mixing devices intended for use in com- 
pounding controlled substances 

* (Section 9) Capsules, balloons, envelopes and 
other containers intended for use in packaging small 
quantities of controlled substances , 


Persons with “evil intent” could purchase 
envelopes of balloons at a supermarket or the 
Hornet bookstore The intended useage of items 
bought from a market or a bookstore could be iden- 
cal to the intended useage of items bought trom a 
head shop, CPBA representatives say. But Dennam 
announced he probably would not accept those 
arrests 

Who will be prosecuted under this ordinance? As 
far as merchants go, an industry spokesperson says 
it iS a Question of ambience 

if | make my store look like Sears, then! can selia 
blender or a bowl or a container it's legai. But if | 
make my store look like a ‘head shop, those 
blenders and bowls are now paraphernalia. It's 
illegal, an industry spokesperson stated 





The definition of drug paraphernalia is a key 
problem both sides recognize. Denham offered his 
views on tne topic: “We've gone tc a similar stage in 
the law in regards to pornography. That is a decision 
the courts and community must interpret. ‘What is 
pornography?’ in this particular case, ‘what is drug 
paraphernalia?’ " The present wording of the or- 
dinance leaves a good deal of haggling over 
definition. in the present draft, a container could be 
anything from a matchbox to a garbage can. 

What happens now? The local poster stores are 
still reeling from a raid in late October. Police issued 
$50 fines and claims of resisting arrest in what 
Hollowell described as “a real Gestapo raid.” Most 
poster stores are holding their smoking device stock 
elsewhere until the issue is favorably resoived for 
them. 

Meanwhile, CAADA had its first statewide meet- 
ing of concerned parent coalitions on drug abuse in 
Fresno, on Oct. 18. They discussed a statewide ban 
on smoking devices. The recent action on the or- 
dinance will add momentum to this group's efforts; 
and ease the way for the passage of future laws. 
However, no outcome is certain, and this issue will 
remain active for some time.
